2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-4, 9-13, 17-18, 21 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US 6,387,565 (AIHARA et al). 

US 6,387,565 teaches in columns 6-7, Example 1, a positive electrode layer where LiCo02 is applied to an aluminum foil 
substrate; a negative electrode layer where mesophase microbeads are applied to a copper substrate. An adhesive resin solution for 
joining these electrodes to a polyp ropylene/polyethyethylene/polypropylene three-layered separator prepared by dissolving PVDF and 
alumina powder in N-methylpyrrolidone. Both sides of the separator were coated with the adhesive resin. 



Claims 5-8, 14-16, 19-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an 
electrochemical device such as a capacitor, supercapacitor or double layer compacitor comprising a separator containing particles of 
an electrically insulating material, inorganic lithium fluoride or inorganic fluoride. 

Claims 1-21 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
